INSTALL THE BATTERY 



You- FRS420 rado uses 3 AA Alkaline batteries 
for power. v\fe recommend using Duracell Ultra 
alkaline batteries. 



To install the batteries: 



1) Make sure your rado is off. 

2) Remove the battery corrpartrrert door by slid- 
ing it down from the unit 

3) Install 3 AA Alkaline batteries (notinduded) 
into the battery ccrrpartrrert Be certain to 
follawthe -l-and - symbols in the 
corrpartrrert Installing the batteries 
incorrectly will prevent the unit fromoperating 

4) Optional: Your FRS420 radio can be powered 
using an optional NiMH battery pack 
specifically designed for this model. Remove 
the alkaline batteries and install the battery 
pack by inserting into the battery compart- 
ment Follawthe instructions found with the 
NiMH accessory 

5) Replace the battery ccn-partrrert door by 
pushing it up until it is secure.

Turning the Radio On and 
Adjusting the Volume 

1) Rotate the orYoffAolunne control 
clockwise to tun the unit on and 
increase the speaker volume 

2) Rotate the orVoffAolunne control 
counterclockwise to decrease the 
speaker vol urre and tun the 
unit off. 

Adjusting the Sound (Key Beeps) 

You- rado emits a beep each time one 
of the buttons is pressed. To tun this 
sound off, press call/menu while 
tuning on the rada To tun this sound 
on, press call/menu while tuning on 
the rado again 

Choosing a Channel 

You- rado has 14 channels and 38 
CTCSS codes you can use to talkto 
others. I n order to speak to someone, 
each of you must be set to the same 
channel and CTCSS code. 

To choose a enamel: 

Press the A crW button to increment 

or decrement the channel number 

displayed. 



Navigating through the Menu 

To access the advanced featues of the 
FRS420, you" rado has a menu 
function 




1) To enter the menu, press and hold 
the call/menu button for 1 second 
until the CTCSS code flashes. 

2) Addtional presses of the call/menu 
button will arJvance through the 
menu until exiting to "normal" 
operating mode. 

3) Other methods of exiting the menu 
function are: 

a. Press and hold the call/menu 
button for 1 second again 

b Press PTT 

c. \Aait lO seconds until the unit 
automstically returns to "normal" 
mode 



Choosing a CTCSS Code 

Each of the FRS channels 1-14 may 
have any one of the codes 0-38 select- 
ed. Code "0" indcates no CTCSS code 
selected and your rado can receive a 
signal regardless of the code 
settings of the transmitting rado 

1) Enter the menu. The CTCSS code 
on the LCD display will flash 

2) Press the A or ▼ button to incre- 
ment or decrement the code nurber 
dsplayed. 

3) Exit the Menu to return to "normal" 
mode 

Talking on Your Radio 

To talkto others using the rado: 

1) Press and hold the PTT button and 
speak in a dear, normal voice 
about 2-3 inches away from the 
rricraphone To avoid curling off the 
first part of your transmission, 
pause slightly after pressing the 
PTT button before you start talking

Transmitting a Call Alert Tone:

To transmit the selected call alert tone, 
rmrrentarily press the call/menu but- 
ton.
